The Beginnings of the New York 
Central Railroad 


The beginnings of the New York Central can be traced back 
to an August day in 1831 when the tiny steam locomotive 
DeWitt Clinton, with no headlight, no whistle, and no cab, 
pulled away from the head of the inclined plane at Albany, and 
slowly proceeded along the new 12-mile Mohawk and Hudson 
Rail-Road tracks to Schenectady. The active, influential 
stockholders included John Jacob Astor and Stephen Van 
Rensselaer. (Cornelius Vanderbilt, who would eventually 
control the destiny of the New York Central, was too busy 
operating a successful steam boat line between New York and 
Albany, and he had neither the time nor the inclination to get 
involved with anything as new and speculative as a railroad). 
In fact, there were only twelve people with enough money and 
interest to buy the original 2,321 shares. 

We were fortunate enough to obtain a small group of early 
Mohawk and Hudson shares, all dated in the 1830’s. While all 
pre-1840 railroad shares are scarce, we believe that these 
examples are particularly important because they represent the 
beginnings of the mighty New York Central Railroad.

In 1948 Preston Tucker captured the 
imagination of America’s car buyers with 
the promise of a radical new design that 
challenged the ultra-conservative products 
of America’s established automobile 
manufacturing industry. The new Tucker 
featured a rear-mounted horizontally 
opposed six-cylinder 166 horsepower air 
cooled aluminum engine. The front end 
had a third headlight, the “Cyclops Eye”, 
that pointed in the direction the wheels 
were steered. The styling was long, low 
and luxurious, and allowed plenty of room 
in the passenger compartment. 

The automobile manufacturers of the 
1940’s had a huge investment in plants and 
tools designed to produce products that 
changed little over the course of time. 
Tucker’s challenge presented a serious 
threat that was closely monitored in the 
boardrooms of Detroit (see the movie 
"Tucker: A Man and His Dream"). 

Only 51 Tuckers were produced, and 
today these extraordinary automobiles are 
avidly collected. The certificates, always in 
demand, have all but disappeared due to 
the increased interest the movie has 
created.

George Graham Rice was probably 
America’s most colorful, successful, and 
unscrupulous stock promoter. Rice began 
his career handicapping horses and 
innovating the “tout sheet” (a publication 
forecasting the results of horse races). A 
trip to Nevada in 1904 convinced him he 
could apply the same principles to mining 
stocks. He established a financial sheet, 
George Graham Rice’s Industrial and 
Mining Age, and he used it to help 
manipulate stocks he owned. Later, Rice 
moved from Nevada to Wall Street and 
published the Iconoclast, a hugely 
successful financial newspaper. He began 
to use the Iconoclast to promote and 
manipulate his own stocks. He was able to 
take Idaho Copper, a practically worthless 
hole in the ground, and run it from 500 to 
$6.25. When Idaho Copper was attacked as 
a swindle he merged it with a new property 


and ran it up to $350. Finally, the 
government intervened, investigated and 
Rice went to jail.

What Are SPECIMENS? 

When bank note companies print stocks or bonds for their customers they often print 
a few additional copies for various purposes. Some are kept in the bank note companies 
reference files. Others are sent to the customers who use them as counterfeit detectors. 
These extra copies usually have the word “SPECIMEN” printed into the signature 
blocks and they have “00000” serial numbers so that they cannot be mis-represented 
as regularly issued stocks or bonds. While SPECIMENS lack the signatures of the 
corporate officials, they are usually in pristine condition, and often they are the only 
way to obtain an example of a particular stock and bond.

Widely recognized as the most beautiful and sought-after post-1960 
American stock, Ringling Brothers is a wonderful example of multi-colored 
security printing in circus poster style. The attention and expense lavished 
on this issue can only be explained by the value that circus people attach to 
what they refer to as “flash.” (Roughly translated, “flash” is a brilliant 
display used to attract attention.) The history of the company dates back to 
the 1923 when the Ringling Brothers formed a partnership with Bamum 
and Bailey. During 1929, John Ringling borrowed over $1,000,000 and 
bought out many smaller, competing shows. Three years later he chartered 
a Delaware corporation called Ringling Brothers - Bamum and Bailey 
Combined Shows, Inc. In 1971 Ringling Brothers merged with Mattel. 
When Ringling Brothers stockholders were asked to trade in their circus 
stocks for Mattel certificates many refused. They were reluctant to part 
with their beautiful certificates and Mattel officials had to work out an 
accommodation. Mattel offered to stamp the Ringling Brothers certificates 
in a comer and return them to the original owners. Some were stamped and 
returned, while others remain in the hands of their original owners to this 
day. This may explain why so few examples are available to collectors.

In Hawaii, a group of 
visionary entrepreneurs decided to raise the necessary capital to connect the Hawaiian Islands by telephone with the rest of the world. 

As a result Hawaiian Bell Telephone was 
formed, Hawaii’s first telephone company. In 1894 Mutual Telephone merged with Bell Telephone of Hawaii and 
obtained a controlling interest in all of Hawaii’s phone companies.

What Are ’’Proofs"? 

The highest quality stocks and bonds were printed from 
engraved steel or copper plates. A proof is a sample im¬ 
pression on very soft paper (“India paper”), usually mount¬ 
ed on card stock. Because the paper is very soft and the 
plate is newly-engraved, every line is clearly and sharply 
transferred. The first impressions on special paper were 
never utilized as monetary instruments. Proofs were used 
by the engravers to check the accuracy of the work as it 
progressed. The final proofs were sent to the clients for 
approval. The prating run began only when the final proof, 
initialed by the client, was returned to the banknote com¬ 
pany. Early progress proofs (pre-1860’s) are rarely encoun¬ 
tered. Often, only the final approval proof was filed away 
in the banknote company’s archives. The fragile nature of 
the India paper and the large format of most certificates 
resulted in real storage problems. Large proofs had to be 
folded to fit into standard file drawers, and over time, many 
certificate proofs were were lost or destroyed. Plate can¬ 
cellation proofs also exist. These represent the final im¬ 
pression, taken before the plate was destroyed. Easily dis¬ 
tinguished from first impression proofs, the cancellation 
proofs are usually printed directly on to card stock and are 
usually clearly identified by rubber stamp impressions.

Grading Terminology 

Unlike coins and paper money, the grading of stocks and bonds has not 
developed to the point where everyone agrees on or uses similar standards. The 
very nature of stocks and bonds defies a grading system based, for example, on 
wear, or folds. 

Instead of trying to develop a strict grading system, we have used 
terminology designed to convey a strictly subjective impression of the items 
we endeavor to describe. 

Fair - A certificate with extreme handling, fold splitting, stains, small pieces or 
tears. 

Fine - Slightly below average. Folds may be heavy with splits slightly into the 
design elements, but with no pieces missing. More severe flaws will be mentioned. 
Very Fine (VF) - The average grade of most of the stocks and bonds we encounter. 
A Very Fine share certificate will have several light to moderate folds, and the 
paper will show obvious wear or softness. Bonds that were originally folded by 
the printer may have several additional folds. There may be minor edge roughness, 
but any splits that extend into the designs will be described. Very light soiling is 
typical, but heavier stains or foxing will be mentioned. 

Very Fine+ (VF+) - Obviously used or worn, but brighter or cleaner than the 
average example. 

Extremely Fine (EF) - A well above average example. Stocks may show a few 
light to moderate folds. Bonds that were originally folded may have a few light 
to moderate extra folds. The paper will retain most of the original crispness and 
brightness. The margins will be free from noticeable edge splits, stains or other 
problems. 

Extremely Fine+ (EF+) - As made, or nearly so.

’’The Kingfish” - Huey Long 

HUEY LONG 

“....the most radical, and surely 
one the most colorful major political figures 
this nation ever produced. ” 



Huey Long (1893-1935) began his tumultuous 
political career as a member of the seemingly 
innocuous Railroad Commission. Just as “Boss” 
Tweed achieved political power by making the most of 
his position as Street Commissioner, Huey Long used 
his seat on the Railroad Commission to attack the 
corporate giants around him. He assailed Standard Oil 
and won public notice and support. In 1924, charging 
that the Governor was a tool of these large 
corporations, Long ran for Governor but lost. Four 
years later, pledging to destroy the influence of the 
giant corporations, he ran again and won. Once elected 
Long used the persuasive power of political patronage 
to control the legislature almost totally. When Long 
pressed for the passage of a 50 per barrel oil tax the 
legislators rebelled. Impeachment proceedings were 
initiated but Long emerged unscathed, more powerful 
than ever. In 1930 Long ran for the Senate and won. 
He continued in office as Governor until 1932. Long 
then turned his thoughts to the White House. 
Roosevelt and his advisers considered him to be a 
serious threat. On September 10, 1935 at the State 
Capital Building Dr. Carl Weiss, a Baton Rouge 
physician, walked up and shot him in the chest. A great 
deal of speculation arose over the cause of the 
assassination. 

A recent movie chronicles the life of this colorful 
Southern politician.
